Thought I would let you know how 
the Easter drive for the Orphanage is 
coming. At this writing we have heard 
from most of the churches, only two 
or three yet to report. The grand to- 
tal so far is $487.66. I am sure that 
there will be enough from the 
churches not reported to make the 
amount $500. Now before you or the 
Orphanage Committee begin to pass 
out roses or suckers (all-day suckers) 
or anything else for this day, be sure 
to wait for our final check-up on the 
State of good old Louisiana. Remem- 
ber this is about three and a half 
times more than was given in the en- 
tire state orphanage work year be-- 
fore last and doesn’t lack much being 
as much as the entire state gave all 
last year. We will send a.check cov- 
ering this drive—W. C. Byrd, overseer 
of Louisiana. 

The Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, dis- 
trict convention was outstanding! 
The power of God was present and 
the altar services were wonderful. The 
preachers were at their best, and the 
fellowship and cooperation excellent. 
The attendance was the best ever 
known. The reports speak for them- 
selves. Last year’s mission offering 
was $108, the largest in the State. This 
year the mission offering was $526.78. 
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Last year’s orphanage offering was 
$43.08; this year’s offering was $150.- 
65. The total membership for the dis- 
trict is about 204 (nine churches). 
Praise God for it all!—Brady Dennis, 
district overseer. 

We had a wonderful revival at 
Grand Ledge, Michigan, with several 
saved, sanctified, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost and added to the Church. 
We had a glorious district Y. P. E. con- 
vention with several hundred increase 
over last year.

Our brethren have stated their 
conviction upon being drafted or vol- 
unteering—and many have volun- 
teered—and have gone to camp with 
a prayer in their hearts, accompanied 
by our prayers, that those under 
whose supervision they might be 
placed would be considerate and let 
them serve in any capacity other than 
being placed in a position to shed 
blood.

or general officials about our breth- 

ren being disrespectfully treated be- 
cause of their affiliation with the 

Qenircn of God and their conviction 
about noncombatant service.

This year it is estimated that 27,000,- 
000 will pay income tax. Not only 
that, but there is the Victory Tax that 
at least 40,000,000 will pay. Why? To 
help raise the $100,000,000,000 appro- 
priated to prevent the devil-possessed 
war lords from making slaves of us 
and plunging us back into the Egyp- 
tian darkness of heathenism. The to- 
tal cost of this war will do doubt be 
$300,000,000,000, but if it be necessary, 
we will meet the requirements of our 
Government like all true-hearted, 
loyal citizens should. In all the con- 
tacts that I have made as state over- 
seer, I have as yet my first minister 
or member of the Church of God to 
hear offer a critical statement. And 
I am made happy by this cooperative 
disposition on the part of the Church 
of God ministers and laity. 
BUT TITHERS 

We must not only be faithful to the 
Government, “render to Caesar the 
things that belong to Caesar,” yes in- 
deed; but we are duty bound by that 
same law of God’s love that worked 
on the hearts of the wise-hearted 
men and women, Exod. 35:25; 36:1-4, 
and actuated them to give materials 
to build the tabernacle and temple 
with, as well as give one-tenth of their 
income to support the priest, Num. 
18:25-28. Abraham (Heb. 7) and 
Jacob (Gen. 28) demonstrated the 
fact that love is the true motive, and 
not law, that should prompt tithe- 
paying. 

PROSPERITY IS CONDITIONAL 

Israel prospered as long as she gave 
God that which belonged to Him. But 
when she failed, God’s servants had 
to go back to the farms or other sec- 
ular work and the Holy Spirit sent 
Malachi to tell them that they were 
robbers. Remember, this book was not 
under the law but in the 400-year 
transition period between the law and 
grace and belongs as much to our day 
as to the Israelites. 

HEARTSICK 

My heart has been disappointed 
something terrible on visiting minis- 
ters and having them report to me 
that the most substantiai part of the 
membership had moved to defense 
projects and although their names 
were still on the membership roll and 
they paid tithes and gave offerings 
while near the church, now, even 
though they are making double, 
triple, and quadruple what they made 
when residing near the church, no 
tithes are going back home to sup- 
port the lonely, struggling pastor. No 
offerings are being sent back on the 
church debts or incidental expenses. 
PROSPEROUS MEMBERS—IMPOV- 

ERISHED PASTORS? 

At nearly all state ministers’ meet- 
ings programs were adopted which 
require each pastor to raise a set 
amount for missions and orphanage, 
as well as the general quotas, and 


when (the members were at home) 
making far less, they generally paid 
their quotas and helped raise quotas 
for the sick, unemployed and tight- 
wads. But moving away to the admit- 
tedly essential defense projects has 
done something to many of them and 
they are not sending back to their 
church one penny on mission, aged 
ministers’ or orphanage quotas. Pros- 
perous members indeed, but impov- 
erished pastors and hindered pro- 


grams. 
NOow— 


Remember, dear, precious members 
and inactive ministers, who are rak- 
ing in the dough at secular jobs, this 
one thing, if every member or minis- 
ter who goes off to defense jobs or 
any other work, fails the church 
financially or even a large part (and 
this war should last four or five years) 
then, although our nation should 
win, the Church, yes, the great, good, 
glorious and much-loved Church of 
God, would suffer defeat! Yes, we 
would lose the very thing for which 
we are fighting and sacrificing to 


keep! 
OUR DUAL PRIVILEGE 


We have the blessed privilege as a 
church to help our Government win 
this war and the peace that shall 
follow. But if we are not true to God 
and His Church, as well as to the na- 
tion, the chances are nine to ten that 
both the nation and the Church will 
fail to win the war, as well as the 
peace that should follow. On the other 
hand, if we were to give the nation 
full support and we were to win the 
war, but while doing it we failed to 
give the Church the financial, prayer- 
ful and attendance support that we 
should, the Church would be capitu- 
lated into such depression and de- 
feat as to deprive it of its prestige, 
power, glory and peace for centuries.

German Confessional Pastors 
Mobilized 


A cable coming out of London and 
reported by RNS states that “almost 
ninety per cent of the Confessional 
pastors in Germany have been mo- 
bilized for service in the armed 
forces,” according to a report by Dr. 
Arthur Frey, of Zurich. He further 
reported that the Confessional Church 
had been harder hit than any other 
religious group. This is the group with 
which Neimoeller labored, and which 
is still reported to be resisting the 
Nazi doctrines strongly.

Religious News has released a re- 
port dated April 16, New York, that 
“a special appropriation of $50,000 is 
expected to be set aside by Warner 
Brothers to advertise the forthcoming 
film ‘Mission to Moscow” in Roman 
Catholic, Protestant, and other re- 
ligious journals. The film is based on 
reports taken from Ambassador Joseph 
E. Davies’ book. The whole purpose of 
this setup is to get the few remaining 
church-goers who do not attend the 
shows to “come out” for these pictures 
pertaining to religion in Russia.

Why Hitler Hates the Church 


The church not only condemns the 
purpose and practice of his life, but 
it points out the fact that he hates 
most—that there is a God who rules 
the heavens and the earth. Hitler re- 
fuses to play second fiddle with God. 
He presumes it easier to destroy the 
church and the Jews, the two great 
agencies that witness for God, that 
after having done so he might have 
the whole eventful role to himself. 
The church attests that the right of 
rule belongs to the Lord. This is why 
all dictators hate the church. They 
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can’t be absolute dictators so long 
as their subjects over which they rule 
acknowledge and worship the true and 
living God. For this reason alone, dic- 
tators hope to destroy the Jews and 
the church. Then they plan to have 
a false religion built upon the magic 
of mysticism which acknowledges no 
greater authority than the dictators 
themselves. This done they can de- 
mand worship of their subjects. Rev. 
13:8-12; 2 Thess. 2:4. ° 
i. 


Writing under the caption of 
“Views of the Jewish Faith,” Dr. David 
L. Cooper, writing in Biblical Research 
Monthly, refers to the “religious 
phase” of Jewish life, which is 
peculiar to Jerusalem, and Jewish de- 
votion which we witnessed before the 
“Wailing Wall.” “Before it there 
stood old men and women (the women 
by themselves at one end, and the 
men at the other) reading aloud their 
prayers in more or less a chant as 
they bowed backward and forward in 
rhythmic fashion. At intervals they 
would lean forward to kiss those 
stones which mark the site of the 
bygone glory of Jerusalem’s temple. 
Although some of them did work 
themselves into a high emotional 
state of almost hysteria, one could not 
doubt the sincerity which prompted 
them to pour out their hearts in 
strong crying and tears.” 


Christianity in Russia 


It is just a little hard to know the 
truth about Christian activity in 
Russia. One writer will tell us how 
few churches there are in Russia, an- 
other will soon tell us how many 
Christians there are in Russia. How- 
ever, Basil Mathews, writing in Chris- 
tian Herald, states that “Emelyan 
Yaroslavsky, president of the Union 
of the Militant Godless (the Com- 
munist’s organization for propaganda 
ageinst belief in God), said. in 1939 
that two-thirds of the rural popula- 
tion and one-third of the town popu- 
lation are practicing Christians. This 
was on the basis of the latest census. 
Compare that with France, where, in 
the last census, forty million or three- 
fourths of the French people are reg- 
istered as having no religion at all! 

“All worshiping Christians in Rus- 
sia must be registered with the Gov- 
ernment, which maintains a Commis- 
sion on Religious Affairs. To this Com- 
mission, all religious groups must re- 
port each October. So the Government 
has a thorough knowledge of the 
Christians, whether they be in the 
Russian Orthodox Church or in the 
Baptist or other “evangelical” com- 
munities—and the Government ad- 
mits that the number of Christians 
reaches sixty million. This is a reduc- 
tion by a third from the ninety mil- 
lion reported in 1914, but when judged 
by -realistic tests there are more 
Christians today. 

“Yaroslavsky has recently made 


three rather amazing admissions. 
First, he admits that an active body 
of one million leading laymen are 
busily at work in Russia; they are 
gathered into 30,000 ‘religious associa- 
tions.’ Second, he warns his godless 
not to be deluded into believing that 
‘religion is only a concern of the eld- 
ers.’ He is painfully aware that his 
anti-God movement has failed to 
convince Russian youth of the truth 
of atheism. And third, he tries to 
shame his anti-God followers by tell- 
ing them of the vigorous work of the 
Church in social services—building 
and maintaining playgrounds, read- 
ing rooms and medical relief centers.” 


we 
Signs and Lying Wonders 


Christ. will come only after Satan 
has worked “with all power and signs 
and lying wonders, and with all de- 
ceivableness.” 2 Thess. 2:9-10. To off- 
set this satanic ministry, God “con- 
firmed” “so great a salvation,” “bear- 
ing witness, both with signs and won- 
ders, and with divers miracles, and 
gifts of the Holy Ghost, according to 
his own will,” Heb. 2:3,4. “And these 
signs shall follow them that believe; 
in my name shall they cast out devils; 
they shall speak with new tongues; 
they shall take up serpents; and if 
they drink any deadly thing, it shall 
not hurt them; they shall lay hands 
on the sick, and they shall recover,” 
Mark 16:17,18. The purpose of the 
endowment of the Holy Ghost was to 
provide a spiritual and miraculous 
ministry for the deliverance of man- 
kind. To have a genuine revival, we 
must deal with the devil who holds 
men captive at his will. It takes power 
and wondrous workings of the Holy 
Ghost to awaken interest and deal 
with satanic opposition. A cold, formal 
religion and ministry will not be suf- 
ficient to deal with “signs and lying 
wonders” at the hand of Satan. “Di- 
vers miracles and gifts of the Holy 
Ghost” will be a faithful and tangible 
witness and the only thing worthy of 
great consideration in that day and 
time.

Radio Broadcasts 


A work study group, chairmaned by 
Dr. Albert W. Palmer, president, Chi- 
cago Theological Seminary, met re- 
cently at Columbus, Ohio, for consid- 
eration and discussion of “standards” 
for broadcasts of Protestant, Catholic, 
and Jewish faiths. The opinion of this 
group was that with the exception of 
some “network programs,” religious 
broadcasts are “generally of an in- 
ferior quality.” It is understood that 
these broadcasts in the future wi 
have to be improved. Further impo 
tant meetings between committee 
representing Code and National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters, relative te 
religious broadcasts, are planned. 
Steps to improve the technique, style 
and manner of these broadcasts are 
planned. The situation is simply this 
with regard to some broadcasts: im- 
prove or be reproved, or possibly 
stopped.

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(When Do We Stop Ftearing? 


Text: Acts 22:22, “And they gave 
him audience unto this word.” 


AM JONES said, “I believe Saul of 
Tarsus was the greatest man in 
this world’s history. When I measure 
his head I look and admire. When I 
measure his heart I am at a loss to 
know which is the greater, his head 
or his heart.” It takes both head and 
heart to make a true man. If there 
was a leading characteristic in this 
the greatest man in the world’s his- 


@. as Sam Jones puts it, I believe 


t was his sterling integrity and his 
downright honesty. However, it took 
the biggest guns of heaven to arouse 
and convince him of the divinity of 
Christ, but when once convinced he 
was loyal forever. I believe I can say 
that St. Paul, being an honest man, 
God put him straight once and he 
never gave God a moment’s trouble 
after that until God said, “It is 
enough, come up higher.” St. Paul was 
such a man as I would imitate. I ad- 
mire his character. He was true, 
noble, courageous, honest. 


Now this man, like Christ, sets his 
face toward Jerusalem. As he journeys 
through Ephesus he is warned of the 
coming afflictions that would befall 
him should he go on to Jerusalem, yet 
he says, “None of these things move 
me, neither count I my life dear unto 
myself, so that I may finish my course 
with joy,” Acts 20:24. He bids them 
farewell and goes on. Coming to Tyre, 
the disciples there seek to dissuade 
Paul from going on, but Paul, being 
determined, continues his journey. 
At Caesarea also Paul is warned by 
the Holy Ghost through Agabus that 
if he goes to Jerusalem as he had 
planned, the Jews will place him in 
bonds. But Paul says, “Why do you 
weep? Why break my heart like this? 
for I’m ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus.” The Holy 
Ghost did not tell Paul not to go up 
to Jerusalem but was just warning 
him of how he should suffer when 
he did go. 


Should you feel pressed to make an 
attack against Satan’s forces at some 
designated place, and then you learn 
of what would happen or might hap- 
pen to you if you went, don’t say, 


.’ or, “It is not God’s will that I 
o to that place. If it was, He would 
not have warned me of this coming 
trouble.” Brother, Sister, it might be 
that God wants you to go prepared 
for anything and having stood all you 
can stand, to stand. Did you say suf- 
fer? Yea, not only to suffer, but to 
die for the name of Christ if need be. 

Paul arrives in Jerusalem and 
makes a report to the church there 
of the wonderful works of God in oth- 
er locations. The disciples are greatly: 
encouraged and glorify God. Shortiy 
afterward false accusations begin to 
arise and he is seized by a mob who 
almost crushes the life out of him but 


@.: the Lord doesn’t want me to 
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he was rescued by the Roman soldiers 
and was about to be led into the 
castle when he said to the chief cap- 
tain, “May I speak unto thee?” who 
said, “Canst thou speak Greek?” Paul 
said, “I am a man which am a Jew 
of Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, a citizen 
of no mean city; and I beseech thee 
suffer me to speak unto the people.” 
He was given license to speak and he 
began by saying, “Men, brethren, 
fathers, hear ye my defense which I 
make now unto you.” Acts 22:1. Here 
he received their attention and con- 
tinued, telling them his experience 
from the time when he was receiving 
letters of authority from the priest 
to bind and place in prison any and 
all that he found with this new kind 
of religion that was spreading so rap- 
idly. The Jews still listened, and he 
continued his testimony. Instead of 
discussing a lot of theological dogma 
that people are not interested in or 
arguing some ecclesiastical question 
that people within a hundred miles 
would have no concern for, I say tell 
the experience you have had with 
Christ, and that that you know He 
has done in your life, that that you 
actually KNOW will have its weight. 
It is better to say, “This one thing 
I know and do,” than to say, “These 
forty things I dabble in.” Paul told of 
his wonderful conversion and that he 
knew it was by the mighty power of 
God that he was able to see again, 
that it was through the mighty power 
of God he was set free, that it was 
through the mighty power of God 
he received the Holy Ghost. The Jews 
were still listening. There had been 
no disturbance yet, but look out, here 
it comes. “It was the God of our fa- 
thers that gave me my calling. And 
he said unto me, Depart: for I will 
send you far hence unto the GEN- 
TILES. And they gave him audience 
unto this word.” When they stopped 
listening they stopped in a big way. 
Everything else in Paul’s testimony 
was received all right, but oh! when 
he mentioned the Gentiles that was 
more than they could stand. They had 
a genuine stampede. They said, “Away 
with such a fellow: it is not fit that 
he should live.” They were ready to 
bounce upon him as though he had 
committed an unpardonable sin. They 
even tore their clothes and threw dust 
into the air. Before he mentioned the 
name Gentile they were giving him 
their whole-hearted attention, but 
just as soon as he got on their terri- 
tory and crossed their opinion they 
gave him audience unto that word, 
closing their ears to any further truth 


‘that he had to offer them. 


Friend, when do you stop listening? 
There are many who will listen as 
long as things are going their way, 
but just as soon as they become obli- 
gated they stop, and sometimes give 
you the rebound. I remember hearing 
some minister in Georgia tell about a 
colored brother preaching to his peo- 
ple, which illustrates my thought well. 


He said, “Some of you niggers been 
stealing watermelons for I see the 
rines.” One old sister said, “Amen, 
Brother.” He said, “Some of you nig- 
gers been stealing chickens for I see 
the feathers.” The sister said, “Amen, 
Brother; preach it.” He said, “Some of 
you niggers been using tobacco for I 
see the boxes.” She said, “My, my, dat 
preacher don’ quit preachin’ and gone 
de-meddlin’.” As long as you know the 
other person is guilty of something 
and the preacher is revealing his 
crookedness and hypocrisy, it’s “Amen, 
Brother; preach it.” But just as soon 
as he gets around where you live you 
say he’s meddling or it is none of his 
business what you do and how you 
live. You quit listening. Some folk lis- 
ten as long as you soft-peddle the 
gospel to them, but let someone blaze 
away on the sound principles of re- 
ligion, or the characteristics of the 
sanctified, the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and its evidence, paying your 
tithes, church government, loyalty to 
the Church, etc., and you become 
deaf. 

A man goes off to school, studies 
law, comes home and starts practic- 
ing. You get into trouble, go down and 
tell the lawyer your troubles. He goes 
through his books and says, “A pretty 
good case and I will take it for so 
much.” You fork over the money and 
no argument. Another man goes off 
to school and after studying medical 
science, returns ready for work. Your 
daughter gets sick and you take her 
to this doctor. He diagnoses the case 
and says, “The only thing that will 
save her is an operation and I can do 
the job and will for so much.” You 
pay it gladly to save her life. Another 
man goes to school studying to be 4 
greater minister for God and the peo- 
ple. He returns to the field and begins 
preaching, “The kingdom of God is 
at hand. Repent ye lest ye perish. You 
can’t love God and the world at the 
same time. Dress modest and as be- 
cometh holiness. Be loyal by support- 
ing God’s cause. Pull with the Church 
or resign,” and other fundamental 
preaching, and you are soon ready to 
stop listening and say, “That’s what 
he thinks,” or, “That’s what he 
learned in school,” or, “I have as much 
right to interpret the Scriptures as 
he does and I will do just as I please.” 
Yes, my friend, when do we stop lis- 
tening? God grant that we may al- 
ways have a receptive heart. That 
that you want to close your ears to 
may be the very thing your soul needs. 
Remember the young man who came 
to Christ gay and went away sorrow- 
ful? Why? Because he lacked ONE 
thing. He closed his heart and mind 
and left Jesus because he wasn’t will- 
ing to hear Him. If you know the 
truth, the truth shall make you free.

In Eph. 5:14 we read the text: 
“Awake thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall give 
thee light.” 


RE we Church of God people 

asleep? Do we dare continue 
claiming to be disciples of the Lord, 
and remain asleep to so many of our 
Lord’s commission? 

Jesus said, “If ye love me, keep my 
commandments,” John 14:15. Are we 
fully obeying Him according to His 
Word? Let us take a few of our Lord’s 
commandments and see where we 
are. 

The first and greatest command- 
ment is found in Luke 10:27, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy strength, and with all 
po A mind; and thy neighbor as thy- 
self.” 

In the first part of this verse we 
are told that we are to love God. Then 
He tells us what parts of our lives 
will be affected by this love. 

Notice the heart is mentioned first. 
Then it is a religion that affects the 
heart. We are to love God with all 
our heart. This will leave no room for 
the love of anything contrary to this 
love. We will have no desire for the 
carnal things of the devil. Nothing 
Satan has to tempt us with will allure 
us as long as we truly love God. Do 
we love Him thus, or do our hearts 
still long for the garlic and onions 
of Egypt? 

The second thing mentioned here 
is the soul. That our souls should .be 
so lost away in God’s love, so com- 
pletely satisfied with His care, that 
our souls constantly glorify and 
magnify God in both word and deed. 
There will be no room for worship 
or praise to any other god. God is 
the King of our soul and there He 
holds complete sway. 


Then He tells us our minds are af- 
fected by this all-consuming love of 
God. We are to love Him so com- 
pletely that to obey His command- 
ment and to keep His words is a con- 
stant source of delight. No room now 
for hatred, envy, malice, strife. No 
room in the heart sanctified by the 
blood of Jesus Christ, who loves God 
with his whole mind, for lustful pas- 
sions and evil desires. For all these 
things have their breeding place in 
the mind of man. The mind must 
conceive these things, then the heart 
is affected by these unholy thoughts 
and these thoughts become desires. 
How can we allow things so ruinous 
to our spiritual life to enter into our 
minds? May God help us to know 
that if our minds are not pure, if our 
thought-lives are not holy, our hearts 
can never be. These evil things have 
their breeding places in the mind. 
An unsanctified mind is as a stagnant 
pool, where poisonous insects have 
their breeding and where reptiles 
feed. God, help us! 
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There has never been a day when 
the devil has come in so subtle a way 
as today. If he can get a child of God 
to think so little of God and His Word 
that it can no longer feed his mind, 
then he comes along with unholy 
thoughts and those thoughts, if 
harbored there, will soon become de- 
sires and unless he sees the havoc 
being wrought in his heart and re- 
pents of it, then the devil will bring 
along temptations and give him a 
chance to satisfy those desires. The 
old adage is true, “An idle mind is 
the devil’s workshop.” How many 
ministers would be better off, whose 
sermons would have more power be- 
hind them, if they would spend half 
as much time somewhere alone pray- 
ing and studying, as they do sitting 
down idly folding their hands and 
listening at some old story on the 
radio. I’ve seen it done many times. 
Waste your time during the week, and 
then apologize for the sermon on 
Sunday, feed the sheep old dried-up, 
stale, warmed-over food. No wonder 
they become sick and will vomit you 
and your sermon out. To us Jesus 
gives the command, “Feed my lambs. 
Feed my sheep.” A minister who never 
studies will never be a success for 
God. I fear that if we, who claim to 
love Him, do not wake up to our duty 
to God and our fellow man, we are 
going to hear Him say, “Depart trom 
me, thou sluggard!” Thou child of 
God, throw off the yoke of bondage, 
and let Christ give thee light instead 
of the increasing darkness about to 
cover your soui. 

When we come to Jesus Christ and 
give Him our heart, soul, strength 
and mind, He does a marvelous thing 
for us. Joshua (a type of the New 
Testament Jesus) was in a battle. He 
had captured five kings. He wasted 
no time over them but pursued the 
foe till sunset. He had rolled a stone 
up to the mouth of a cave, put them 
in and closed the door. Then he came 
back to the cave and said to his serv- 
ants, “Roll the stone away!” They 
obeyed. Then to the kings he said, 


‘“Come out.” How humble and crest- 


fallen they were! They had been 
kings, but today they had lost their 
kingdom. Then Joshua, turning to 
the captains of the host, said in that 
voice that was accustomed to giving 
orders, “Put your feet on the necks 
of them!” 

Thank God, that is what He (Jesus) 
says to me when He covers me by His 
blood. When I purpose to serve Him 
with my whole mind, soul, heart, and 
strength, old passions, lust, hatred, 
come out! Then to me He says, “Put 
your feet on the necks of them,” and 
I am conqueror over my own soul! I 
am now bought with the blood of 
Jesus, therefore I am responsible to 
glorify Him in both soul and body, 
which will take in all we have been 
talking about.

God. Let us glorify Him who so com- 
pletely deserves our love. 

Those old sins that have held such 
complete sway over our lives, those 
besetting sins that have kept our 
prayers from going through, can and 
will by the grace of God be made to 
come out, and leave us a pure heart, 
a clean mind and a holy feeling in 
our soul. Then and only then can we 
truly serve God. 

Perhaps you, like the rich young 
ruler, can say, “All these things have 
I done!” But what about the next 
part of this verse? 

“Love thy neighbour as thyself,” Je- 
sus commands. This links us with the 
verse in Mark 16:15, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature.” Then look a little 
farther, in Rom. 10:13, 15, “For who- 
soever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved. How then 
shall they call upon him in whom they 
have not believed? and how shall they 
believe in him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they hear 
without a preacher? and how shall 
they preach except they be sent?” 

Where, I say, are we standing con- 
cerning this command of the Lord? 
Do we love our neighbor? To love 
him as ourself will put us on our 
knees, in earnest prayer for his sal- 
vation. It will put a mission spirit 
in our hearts that will make it a 
pleasure to give to missions. 

There are many ministers and mem- 
bers in the Church of God who don’t 
even believe in missions! I say this 
to your shame. Church of God min- 
isters, do you find it a grind to get 
just one dollar per member per year 
for missions in your church? Does it 
embarrass you to ask them for it, and 
does it seem like an unnecessary 
burden added to your already heavy 
load? Then you have no missionary 
vision, and you are robbing yourself 
of a closer walk with God. God can 
not bless us when we leave a thing 
so all-important as missions out of 
our life. To be void of a vision for 
missions is to fail to love that neigh- 
bor. “How can they believe on him of 
whom they have not heard?” If we 
love our neighbor as ourself it will 
be easy to see how necessary it is to 
support such a worthy cause as mis- 
sions. We will then give $5 or $10 
and perhaps $50 per year gladly, 
rather than a one-dollar bill grudg- 
ingly, as has been the custom of some. 

We say we are the Bible Church 
and so we have a right to believe, 
but if we are, think of the great re- 
sponsibility resting upon us. To us 
then His commission is written, “Go 
ye into all the world.” God, help us! 
How few missionaries we have wh 
are in the land of their calling! You 
say the war has hindered. But what 
about before the war? We have never 
had as many on the field as were 
needed at any time. Think of the 
many fields that have never heard 
of the Church of God or the gospel 
message. But you say, “We can’t send 
them now. The war has us blocked.” 
Are we going to go to sleep and let 
all this time go by unused, and while 
money is so plentiful shall we waste 
it also? Then when the war is over 
and the doors of the world are swung 
wide to the missionary enterprise,

And I 
rebuke the devourer for your sakes, 
and he shall not destroy the fruits of 
your ground; neither shall your vine 
cast her fruit before the time in the 
field, saith the Lord of hosts. And all 
nations shall call you blessed: for ye 
shall be a delightsome land, saith the 
Lord of hosts.” 


Matt. 23:23, “Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cummin, 
and have omitted the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, judgment, mercy, and 
faith: these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone.”

Text, Mark 8:36, 37, “For what shall 
it profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul? 
Or what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul?” 


“Have you counted the cost?” is one 
of the most prevalent questions be- 
ing asked today. Why is this true? 
Let us take a retrospective view and 
analyze the situation.

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She Religious Sixth Column

2 Peter 2:10, “Presumptuous are 
they, selfwilled, they are not afraid 
to speak evil of dignities.” 


OR quite awhile I have felt im- 

pressed to write an article con- 
cerning a certain class of religious 
people, but could not think of a suit- 
able name to call them. Perhaps the 
present world conflict has had some- 
thing to do with my suggesting the 
title mentioned above. 

Everybody knows that a fifth col- 
umnist is one who, by his subversive 
activity aids potential invaders. For 
centuries past true religion has had 
its fifth columnists at work trying to 
undermine and overthrow the Church. 

We shall now discuss the activ- 
ities of the sixth columnist. He 
may not be so vicious, mean as the 
fifth columnist, but his work is 
very necessary in order that Satan 
may accomplish his purpose against 
the Church. He may be a member or a 
minister in the Church and apparent- 
ly there is little difference between 
him and the best of the body of Christ, 
but he is often influenced by the ele- 
ment that is openly opposed to Christ 
and the activities of the Church. He 
becomes doubtful about those things 
the Church has counted dear since 
the day of Pentecost. He forgets that 
the Church is first and foremost al- 
ways. That person is a sixth columnist 
who directly or indirectly obstructs 
the progress of the Church of God in 
any way whatsoever. 


Large gatherings, such as district, 
state or international assemblies, give 
the sixth columnist a fine time to 
work. I heard of one of these sixth 
columnists once who happened to be 
a preacher and attended all the large 
gatherings possible. He would stop 
and listen where he found several 
persons talking confidentially to each 
other. After he learned enough to be- 


gin something he would start to spill- 
ing the spied-out news. 

The sixth columnists have several 
schemes they delight to work. Scheme 
1. Finding fault with the church lead- 
ers. Our church leaders are human 
and subject to error of judgment, but 
they are fine Christian men trying to 
do their best for God and the Church. 
Their responsibilities are great and 
usually handled wiser than some may 
think. They need the prayers, sym- 
pathies, and cooperation of all the 
Church. To criticize them is nothing 
short of being a sixth columnist. To 
find fault with our leaders is to at- 
tack the Church and to lend a hand 
to the enemy that opposes it. If we 
find fault with and criticize the lead- 
ers of our church it is like an attack 
upon the driver of an automobile 
while being a passenger in it your- 
self. The enemies of the Church de- 
light to hear of all the disunity and 
attacks upon the leaders of the 
Church. All such attacks come through 
subversive channels. How often these 
sixth columnists paint a dark picture 
for the future of the Church, and 
start false rumors. They have said 
that we were loosening the lines and 
would soon come to naught. 

Scheme 2 is to shirk their duty. The 
sixth columnists have never done 
much toward helping carry the bur- 
den of the Church. They let someone 
else carry the burden or let it go un- 
carried. If Satan can get an inactive 
element into the Church he has defi- 
nitely slowed up the Church’s prog- 
ress. 

This class of shirkers represents an 
enormous membership in the Chris- 
tian churches of America. If the 
churches just sit down and fail to 
work, and fail to support the cause, 
the enemy will soon overtake us. But 
thanks be unto God who giveth us 
the victory!

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NEWS FROM WATRAP OF THE 
TAMIL FIELD, SOUTH INDIA 


Watrap was without a worker at 
the time that Brother M. S. Joseph 
graduated from our Bible school last 
year. Though he is young and with- 
out much experience, we felt that, 
with his love for souls and desire to 
work for the Lord, he could be used 
in that needy field. Last November 
we sent him there with his wife and 
child. To help him in the work for a 
time till he could learn the language, 
etc., we sent Sister Estheramma who 
has been there before and can use the 
Tamil language. Another sister, who 
also is a graduate of our Bible school, 
is with her. Esther takes some meet- 
ings at Watrap while Joseph is at 
other places. An older worker, sta- 
tioned about twenty miles from there, 


has the oversight of this work and . 


helps in it. 


Joseph’s first letters to us were not 
encouraging and it looked like we 
would have to recall him, but later 
letters and a visit from him show us 
that God is using him there and he 
has a real love for the work. I quote 
from two of his later letters to us: 

Jan. 18. 1943—“In the beginning, 
when I came here, I had some diffi- 
culties and discouragement. I did not 
know the language and was like a 
dumb man for some time. I had no 
friends and in this condition I wrote 
you, but now the condition has 
changed and we are in a new atmos- 
phere ...I have learned the language; 
God prevared someone to help me; 
thus I am going on happily. Now I 
can pray in Tamil, speak in the meet- 
ings and talk to the people. Praise the 
Lord who helped me to learn the lan- 
guage so soon. ... For three weeks 
I have been going each week to a 
place eight miles from here, called 
Konthanamkulam, conducting meet- 
ings there. I am doing personal work, 
telling the Hindus about Jesus. 


“One person here, named Markan- 
deyan, is clever at different trades, 
but he was a big sinner and a drunk- 
ard. ... Now he is converted, has given 
up his bad habits, has removed the 
Hindu mark from his forehead and 
desires water baptism. When I see 
thousands of people perishing, my 
heart aches and I have decided to go 
on in the Lord’s work with all the 
difficulties and sufferings which it 
may mean. Please pray for us.” 


Feb. 2, 1943—“Last Friday we went 
to Konthanamkulam for tarrying 
meetings. On Sunday night we had 
the Lord’s supper and twenty-five be- 
lievers took part. The meeting closed 
with much blessing; some backsliders 
returned and the believers were 
stirred. One brother, who had not 
been coming to meeting for a long 
time, came back and Saturday night 
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he gave up his snuff, throwing it out- 
side. 

“One woman, who was a believer, 
had gone to a witch doctor and had 
become weak in the faith. During 
these meetings the Spirit of God spoke 
to her and she threw off the charm 
from around her neck, which had been 
given her by the witch doctor.”— 
M.S. Joseph. 

This month (March) Brother Joseph 
visited us and told us more about the 
work there. Cholera has been raging 
around there and in one place twenty- 
five died from it right around where 
our Christians live but the latter 
have been kept, praise the Lord. This 
has stopped the mouths of some of 
our opposers. They see God’s power 
manifested in caring for His own 
right in the midst of this dread- 
ful disease. 

There are villages around Watrap 
and Joseph feels the need of at least 
one more worker to help him. On Sun- 
days the believers from Elanthanku- 
lam and from Puthupetti meet at 
Watrap, making a congregation of 
fifteen members. As the former place 
is six miles from Watrap, those of 
that place are asking for a service of 
their own, with a special worker, as it 
is difficult to come that distance with 
their families. There is work in other 
surrounding villages also. 

A Hindu teacher from Elanthanku- 
lam recently testified to salvation and 
wants a Bible. A high caste Hindu 
man, who is a tailor, has recently 
bought a New Testament, is reading it 
and desires to know more about the 
true way of the Lord. Since Joseph 
went to Watrap, five have followed 
the Lord in baptism, four being from 
Elanthankulam and one from Watrap. 
The latter was put out of his house 
after his baptism and was kept with 
our workers for ten days but now he 
is back in his house. His new name is 
John. Others who hope to be baptized 
soon are some fortunetellers, who 
will have to give that up, of course, 
when they follow the Lord all the 
way. They are preparing to make their 
living in another way, having bought 
some property which they can culti- 
vate. Each year they bring an offer- 
ing of paddy (unthreshed rice) to 
their gods, but this year they brought 
an offering to our workers instead. 


Additions to Our Orphanage 

Last November a beggar woman, 
who said that she is a Roman Cath- 
olic, came here with her little girl, 
whose name is Mary, and her baby 
boy. She wanted to give little Mary 
to us and we could not refuse. Though 
the child is over five years of age, she 
is about the size of a three-year-old 
one; she has a sweet face and is so 
good-natured. The mother told us 
that her husband had deserted her, so 
she was going about begging, though 





she was willing to work if she could 
get work. We have heard later that 
she now has some work. 

We have recently taken in a high 
caste Hindu woman and her daugh- 
ter of three years. This woman had a 
vision of Jesus some years ago, but 
was hindered by her father from go- 
ing on. Later, after her marriage, her 
husband hindered her, but now that 
both the father and husband are dead, 
she is free and has decided to go all 
the way with the Lord, leaving her 
mother’s house, where she was living. 
She gives a good testimony and we 
expect her to follow the Lord in bap- 
tism soon. With prices soaring as they 
have been, it seemed a big burden to 
take them in, but we felt that we 
could not refuse one who wanted a 
chance to become a true Christian. 

Early one day in February a man 
came to us with a small Hindu boy 
of about five years. The mother who 
was a beggar had died about a month 
before and no one knows about the 
father. This man had been keeping 
the boy since the mother’s death but 
could not continue to do so as he has 
six children of his own. He told us 
that others had asked for little Mad- 
havan, but as he wants the boy to be 
brought up right, he felt the best 
place for him is with us. Of course we 
could not refuse to take in this boy 
and he is now quite happy with our 
children. His Hindu name has been 
changed to Matthew. 

Other News Notes 


In Papanasum of the Tamil field 
cholera has been raging and one man 
who has opposed our work has died 
from it. Our worker there writes that 
of all those for whom he has gone and 
prayed none have died, praise the 
Lord. 

In Kizhvaipoor a revival is going on 
and three have received the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit there. This out- 
station is in Travancore. Also in a 
revival going on at Punalur out-sta- 
tion three have just lately received 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 

During the year preceding our last 
annual assembly held in February, 
1943, 379 followed the Lord in water 
baptism in our entire field. Praise God 
for this increase. We ask the saints 
everywhere to pray much for the work 
in India in this last hour. We want 
to be faithful till Jesus comes in this 
corner of His vineyard.—Mrs. Robert 
F. Cook.
